Dr.  James  E.  Booker 

1  "TROUGH  the  sun  shone  brightly  on  March  19th  and 
returning  spring  filled  the  air,  a  deep  shadow  stretched 
across  the  campus,  for  Hampden-Sydney's  Nestor  and 
most  beloved  citizen,  Dr.  James  E.  Booker,  after  a  long 

life   of   usefulness,    had   joined    the        

communion  of  the  blessed.  His  de- 
voted wife  had  preceded  him  twelve 
years  before. 

On  February  9th  last  he  passed 
his  ninetieth  milestone,  and  prepara- 
tions had  been  made  to  do  him 
honor.  Only  a  few  days  before, 
however,  though  he  had  been  in 
failing  health  for  almost  a  year,  he 
was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  was  un- 
able to  receive  the  many  who  called 
to  pay  him  tribute  and  express 
their  felicitations  on  the  occasion. 
A  committee  of  the  student  body 
came  and  presented  him  with  a 
silver  loving  cup  bearing  the  in- 
scription "With  esteem  and  affec- 
tion from  his  boys,"  and  the 
College  Glee  Club  came  to  serenade 
him.  Congratulatory  telegrams  and 
letters  poured  in.  Later  on  his 
condition  improved,  and  he  was 
able  to  have  these  shown  him,  and 
for  a  time  it  looked  as  if  he  would  re- 
cover. But  this  much  hoped  for  event 
never  came  to  pass,  and  he  was  again 
stricken,  and  this  time  was  unable 
to  maintain  the  unequal  combat. 

After  a  busy  life  and  one  of  great  usefulness  and  con- 
spicuous service  as  minister  to  various  charges,  and  for  35 
years  Superintendent  of  Synodical  Home  Missions,  at 
the  age  of  80  he  retired  from  arduous  duties  of  this  last 
position.  Thereafter,  cherished  by  his  devoted  daughters, 
he  spent  his  entire  time  happily  at  his  home  in  Hampden- 
Sydnej'.  This  did  not  mean  that  he  became  inactive. 
Still  hale  and  vigorous,  his  abounding  energy  found  an 
outlet  in  many  worth-while  undertakings  and  in  countless 
deeds  of  kindness.  For  years  one  or  more  students  of 
limited  means  were  given  quarters  at  his  house  in  order 
that  they  might  obtain  an  education.  Much  of  his  time, 
however,  was  spent  in  directing  his  attention  to  the  care 
of  his  home,  the  campus,  the  cemeteries,  and  assisting 
his  friends  and  neighbors  in  the  beautification  of  their 
yards  and  gardens. 

From  his  own  yard  which  faced  it,  it  was  his  delight  in 
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the  early  morning  or  late  afternoon  after  a  busy  day,  to 
gaze  lovingly  on  the  rolling  sweep  of  campus — the  campus 
to  which  he  had  devoted  so  much  time  and  discriminating 
care,  and  which  he  had  known  from  his  boyhood.  He 
always  held  it  to  be  the  most  beautiful  in  all  the  world. 
Before  he  made  it  his  especial  charge  nearly  a  quarter 
century  ago,  the  campus  had  greatly 
suffered  from  neglect,  but  under  his 
skillful  direction  the  rough  places 
were  made  smooth  and  grass  soon 
covered  unfavored  spots.  The 
trees  took  on  new  life,  and  with  his 
own  hands  he  planted  others,  which 
in  time  will  shade  future  generations 
of  students.  The  old  oaks  and  lofty 
pines  were  his  friends — between 
him  and  them  there  existed  a 
comradeship,  indefinite,  intangible, 
but  real  nevertheless.  The  whisper- 
ing pines  and  the  rustling  oaks 
spoke  to  him  in  a  language  which  he 
understood,  and  one  cannot  but 
feel  that  he  was  understood  by 
them. 

Though  but  a  decade  from  the 
century  mark,  Dr.  Booker  did  not 
live  in  the  past.  He  maintained  a 
keen  and  lively  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  the  present,  and  especially,  in  all 
things  pertaining  to  the  College,  its 
students,  their  work  and  their  play; 
and  with  that  unshakable  faith 
which  was  his,  faced  the  future  un- 
daunted, unafraid. 

While  his  commanding,  handsome 
figure,  with  fine  head  crowned  with  snow  white  hair,  his 
gracious  smile  and  cheery  greeting,  so  long  familiar  and 
held  in  such  deep  affection  shall  no  more  brighten  the  days 
of  those  who  knew  him,  surely  his  devoted  spirit  will  hover 
over  his  beloved  campus,  and  it  and  those  who  move 
about  it,  will  rest  under  his  benediction. 


Dr.  Gammon  and  the  Alumni 

PRESIDENT  GAMMON,  from  the  moment  he 
assumed  the  presidency,  recognized  the  importance  of 
cultivating  the  Alumni,  knowing  them  personally,  and 
bringing  the  College  before  them.  To  this  end,  he  has  made 
a  point  of  attending  any  of  their  gatherings,  large  or  small, 
wherever  held,  whenever  it  was   possible   to  jdo   so.

Wherever  President  Gammon  goes,  the  fine  impression 
which  he  makes  is  acclaimed  on  all  sides.  Under  his 
leadership,  the  Alumni  are  convinced  that  Alma  Mater  is 
in  safe  hands,  and  the  future  of  the  college  full  of  promise.

Subsidizing  Athletes  on  the  Defensive 

THE  system  of  hea\ily  subsidizing  athletes  in  football, 
particular!}-,  which  lias  grown  up  especially  in  our 
larger  institutions  of  learning,  has  been  so  vigorously 
attacked  recently  that  entrenched  as  it  is,  it  is  definitely 


on  the  defensive.  A  number  of  former  stars  on  the  grid- 
iron who  might  be  expected  to  take  the  side  of  those 
upholding  the  system  are  found  in  the  opposition.  These 
were  students  in  the  days  of  amateur  sportsmanship,  and 
they  played  the  game  for  the  love  of  it.  They  can  see  no 
reason  why  the  old  order  should  not  be  restored,  or  why 
it  should  ever  have  been  departed  from. 

President  Hutchins  of  Chicago  University,  the  first 
outstanding  executive  to  assail  the  system,  is  receiving 
surprising  support  both  from  large  and  small  institutions. 
In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  there 
appeared  an  interesting  and  forceful  statement  of  the  case 
as  he  sees  it  from  our  own  president.  Dr.  E.  G.  Gammon. 
What  he  has  to  say  should  carry  especial  weight  when  it 
is  recalled  that  he  was  one  of  the  foremost  athletes  of  the 
state  in  his  day  and  excelled  in  both  baseball  and  football. 
He,  too,  played  the  game  for  the  love  of  it,  and  with  all 
that  was  in  him.  He  recognizes  and  condemns  the  evil 
which  has  sprung  from  the  departure  from  the  high 
ground  on  which  college  athletics  were  conducted  in 
his  day. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  same  issue  of  the 
Times-Dispatch,  there  was  an  editorial  giving  high  praise 
to  an  article  from  the  pen  of  Monroe  Leigh  of  the  Senior 
Class,  which  had  appeared  a  few  days  before  in  the 
Garnette — the  Hampden-Sydney  Magazine.  Mr.  Leigh 
goes  into  the  matter  thoroughly  and  at  some  length,  and 
subjects  the  entire  question  to  searching  scrutiny.  The 
article  is  clear,  logical  and  an  unanswerable  indictment. 
In  order  to  remove  what  he  considers  a  major  evil,  if 
necessary,  Mr.  Leigh  is  willing  to  apply  a  major  remedy, 
namely :  The  surgeon's  knife,  and  cut  out  all  inter-collegiate 
athletics  altogether.  When  we  find  the  President  of  the 
College  and  one  of  its  prominent  students  attacking  the 
system,  it  is  a  healthy  sign  and  gives  promise  that  some- 
thing can  be  done  about  it. 

The  Record  would  regret  to  see  inter-collegiate 
athletics  abandoned,  and  believes  that  such  a  step  will 
not  be  necessary. 

Finland  Overpowered  but  Courageous 
Sdll 

EXCEPT  in  the  totalitarian  governments,  a  wave  of 
profound  sympathy  gripped  the  hearts  of  the  people 
of  all  civilized  nations  when  Finland,  after  four  months 
of  gallant  defense,  finally  yielded  to  the  overpowering 
might  of  the  Russian  colossus.  Outnumbered  fifty  to 
one  both  in  manpower  and  resources,  unless  aid  came  to 
her,  the  final  outcome  was  inevitable.  Fearful  of  the 
danger  to  themselves,  her  Scandinavian  neighbors,  after 
rendering  such  assistance  as  they  could  without  jeopardiz- 
ing their  neutrality,  withheld  military  aid  and  under 
pressure  from  Germany,  refused  to  France  and  Great 
Britain  the  passage  of  tardily  offered  troops  through  their 
territory.  There  was  something  ironic  in  this  ofl^er  being 
made  the  day  before  Finland  capitulated. 

The  peace  terms  exacted  from  her  are  hard,  requiring 
concessions  far  greater  than  the  demands  made  prior  to 
Finland's  taking  up  arms  to  resist  those  demands.  One 
might  say  it  would  have  been  far  better  to  have  yielded 
to  Russia's  requirements,  harsh  as  they  were  in  the 
beginning,  and  thus  have  been  spared  the  ravages  of  war 
and  the  surrender  of  a  greater  amount  of  territory. 
However,  a  cause  is  not  always  lost  merely  because  over- 
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1  powering  might  brings  victory  to  the  oppressor.  Prin- 
'ciples  still  live  and  their  maintenance  with  the  blood  and 
'sacrifice  of  her  people  will  cause  Finland  to  rank  high 
Jin  the  world's  regard  and  inscribe  her  name  indelibly  on 
I  the  pages  of  history. 

1'  A  comparison  suggests  itself  between  Finland  and  the 
j'Southern  Confederacy.  The  Confederac)'  collapsed,  but 
['the  cause  for  which  it  stood  was  not  lost.  In  that  case, 
.the  odds  against  the  Southern  States  were  at  least  five 
;;to  one  in  man  power,  and  probably  even  greater  in 
jl resources.  Yet  it  took  four  years  instead  of  four  months 
ijto  bring  about  her  defeat.     The  South   had   no  central 

•  government  until  one  was  formed  by  the  seceding  states, 
no  credit,   no  army,  no  navy,  no   ordnance  or  munition 

iplants,  and  few  manufactories  of  any  kind;  but  it  had 
military  leaders,  many  trained  at  West  Point  and  the 
j.'Kaval  Academ)',  a  number  of  whom  had  received  valuable 
;experience  in  the  Mexican  War.  Her  political  leaders 
;had  had  their  schooling  in  State  Legislatures  and  in  the 
I  halls  of  Congress. 

I      Such  was  the  stuff  of  which  her  people  were  made,  and 

Jsuch  was  the  spirit  which  animated  them,  that  in  a  year's 

time  the  Confederacy  had  a  well-trained  fighting  force, 

•  and  before  the  war  was  half  over  an  army  as  formidable 
'as  the  history-  of  any  country  records.  The  Confederacy 
jas  a  nation  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  states  which  composed 
lit  are  back  in  the  union,  but  the  principles  of  right 
land  justice  which  thej'  upheld  still  live.  Now,  as  then, 
I  these  principles  can  only  be  maintained  by  such  heroic 
i struggles  as  Finland  has  just  passed  through. 

I  Finland,  though  she  has  been  despoiled  and  her 
jboundaries  have  shrunken,  still  maintains  her  independ- 
'ence.  Bleeding  but  not  prostrate,  beaten  but  not  con- 
iquered,  sorely  stricken,  but  still  courageous,  she  will 
trise  from  her  sorrow  and  desolation,  build  anew  her 
idevasted  country,  and  stand  higher  than  ever  before  in 
I  the  familv  of  nations.

William  Henry  Tappey  Squires, 
First  Citizen 

BEGIXXIXG  with  1928,  the  Cosmopolitan  Club  of 
Norfolk  has  named  each  year  a  First  Citizen  of  that 
city.  For  1939  the  award  went  to  W.  H.  Tappey  Squires, 
'95.  The  public  was  so  informed  on  December  1 8th,  too 
late  for  the  January  Alumxi  Record  to  carry  the  news 
that  has  brought,  and  will  bring,  joy  to  the  hearts  of  the 
scores  of  friends  who  admire  and  love  our  devoted  and 
distinguished  alumnus  for  his  fine  gifts  of  head  and 
heart. 

An  editorial  in  the  Norfolk  J'irgiriian-Pilot  of  December 
1 8th  says, 

"Earlier  First  Citizen  awards  have  recognized  distinguished  service 
in  connection  with  the  city's  business  and  commerce,  its  religious 
life  and  its  organized  charities,  its  musical  and  art  foundations.  In 
most  of  these  fields  Dr.  Squires  has  performed  valuable  labors.  But  in 
one  field,  at  least  in  recent  years,  he  has,  in  Norfolk,  labored  virtually 
alone — the  fertile  field  of  the  storied  past." 

And  these  labours,  says  the  editorial,  have  resulted  in 

"the  enrichment  of  all  minds  seeking  an  understanding  of  the  men, 
forces  and  events  that  conditioned  this  city  and  this  Commonwealth. 
This  is  a  civic  service  no  less  important  than  the  most  worthy  that  the 
First  Citizen  award  has  honored  in  the  past." 

The    discriminating    reporter    of    the    Norfolk    Ledger- 
Dispatch  of  the  same  day  says,

"The  award  was  made  because  of  Dr.  Squires's  cultural  and  educationa 
contributions  to  the  community,  through  historical  research,  writing 
and  speaking.  The  committee  took  into  consideration,  its  members 
said,  that  Dr.  Squires's  contribution  to  historical  research  had  been  a 
continuing  rather  than  a  limited  work,  and  it  was  on  the  basis  of  all 
his  achievements,  rather  than  those  solely  in  1939,  that  the  selection 
was  made." 

The  reporter  then  gives  an  outline  of  the  Doctor's 
career,  from  early  boj^hood  to  the  present;  certainly  a 
notable  one,  as  minister  of  the  Gospel,  as  writer  on  many 
themes,  as  platform  speaker  of  power,  and  as  historian. 

An  editorial  in  the  Ledger-Dispatch  goes  to  the  heart  of 
Dr.  Squires's  historical  work,  when  it  speaks  of 

"The  rare,  indeed  the  unequaled  ser\'ice.  Dr.  Squires  has  done  Vir- 
ginia and  this  community,  in  searching  out  with  infinite  pains  and  un- 
tiring energy,  and  in  recording  the  storj'  of,  the  continuing  life  of  this 
Colony  and  this  State  .  .  .  This  he  has  done  with  so  much  of  under- 
standing and  perception." 

On  the  evening  of  January  23d,  Chairman  Heath  of 
the  award  committee  said,  in  making  the  citation, 

"Fortunately,  we  have  among  us  one  who,  to  gentleness  of  disposi- 
tion and  dignity  of  character,  and  a  charity  which  embraces  all  men, 
unites  a  rare  scholarship." 

To  a  reporter,  who  sought  an  interview,  and  asked  him 
how  he  felt  about  the  award,  Dr.  Squires  said  he  would 
be  "the  most  embarrassed  person"  at  the  banquet;  as 
doubtless  he  was,  for  his  versatile  qualities  are  clothed 
with  modest}'.  He  observed  whimsically  that  his  deaf- 
ness had  handicapped  him,  but  "it  has  its  advantages.  I 
don't  have  to  listen  to  a  lot  of  things  that  would  be  un- 
interesting." 

But  has  he  been  handicapped.'  He  concluded  that  his 
usefulness  as  a  minister  was  greatly  restricted.  However, 
instead  of  losing  heart,  he  turned  his  superlative  talents 
to  the  field  of  history;  where  he  has  established  a  wide 
reputation,  based  on  solid  foundations.  Not  the  City  of 
Norfolk  alone,  but  \  irginia  and  the  South  are  greatly 
indebted  to  him.  J.  D.  Eggleston

At  three 

years  of  age  he 

was  bereaved  of 

his   mother,   but 

through  the  suc- 
ceeding tender 
years  he  was 
cared  for  and 
trained  by  his 
oldest  sister,  who 
was  the  wife  of 
Dr.  Joseph  Du- 
puy  Eggleston, 
father  of  Dr. 
J.  D.  Eggleston, 
President  Emeri- 
tus, of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney Col- 
lege. 

In  his  youth 
he  attended  va- 
rious private  schools  in  Prince  Edward  and  Charlotte 
Counties,  but  his  immediate  preparation  for  college  was 
under  the  tuition  of  his  brother-in-law,  the  Rev.  George 
W.  Finley,  at  the  time  a  student  in  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  then  at  Hampden-Sydney,  \'a. 

At  sixteen  years  of  age,  he  'entered  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  1866,  and  he  graduated  with  the  Class  of  1870. 
Because  of  overwork  in  college  it  became  necessary  to 
spend  the  year  following  his  graduation  in  regaining  his 
health,  and  after  this  he  went  to  Europe,  where  he  at-

tended  the  Uni- 
versities of  Goet- 
tingen  and  Leip- 
sigfor  a  year  and 
a  half.  He  spent 
an  additional 
year  in  Europe 
at  various  places, 
returning  to  the 
United  States  in 
1S74. 

He  entered 
Union  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  in 
1875,  and  in 
1877,  his  senior 
year,  he  was 
married  to  Miss 
Sallie  Peck, 
eldest  daughter 
of  Dr.  Thomas 
E.  Peck,  a  pro- 
fessor in  Union 
Seminary.  Fol- 
lowing his  grad- 
uation in  the 
seminary  in  1878 
he  held  pasto- 
rates at  the 
Second  Presby- 
terian Church, 
Staunton,  \'a.; 
the  First  Pres- 
byterianChurch, 
Charleston, 
\\  .  \  a.  (assist- 
ant to  Rev.  Dr. 
John  C.  Barr); 
at  Hebron 
Church,  near 
Staunton,  Va.; 
and  at  Timber 
Ridge  Church, 
near  Lexington, 
\a.  In  all  of 
these  pastorates 
his  labors  were 
blessed  with  a 
rich  and  mani- 
fold fruitage. 
In  1895  he  was  elected  chairman,  and  in  IQ03  super- 
intendent and  treasurer  of  Synod's  Home  Missions  in 
which  capacity  he  served  until  he  retired  from  this  work 
in  1930.  The  reanimation  and  consequent  development  of 
Synod's  Home  Missions  under  his  leadership  was  his 
great  and  crowning  work  in  the  church.  In  this  he 
attained  great  distinction,  and  in  its  unique  prosecution 
he  held  the  attention  and  the  applause  of  the  leadership 
of  the  entire  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  In  recog- 
nition of  his  outstanding  service  he  was  elected  Moderator 
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i  of  the  Synod  of  \  irginia  at  its  meeting  in  Roanoke,  Va., 
in  1908. 

In  191 5  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  Washington  and 
Lee  Lfniversity  honored  him  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
,  Divinity. 

;      In  1915  Dr.  Booker  and  his  family  took  up  their  resi- 
I  dence  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  in  1918  he  was 
1  elected   a   member  of   its    Board    of   Trustees.      Thence 
[forward  his  life  was  identified  with  that  of  the  College, 
land  he  was  either  a  leader  or  most  sacrificial  supporter  of 
■everything  that  was  vital  to  its  highest  interests. 
1      Dr.    Booker   was   one   of   Hampden-Sydney    College's 
[great  benefactors.    He  gave  to  the  institution  no  preten- 
tious building  and  he  made  no  enormous  contribution  to 
its  endowment,  though  he  ga\'e  generously  to  it  of  his 
limited  income,  but  no  man  has  ever  left  to  the  College  a 
larger    and     richer    legacy    of    the     "Hampden-Sydney 
Spirit."    He  never  knew  the  sensation  of  an  "inferiority 
[complex"  because  somebody  said  that  the  College  was 
small.    He  loved  his  Alma  Mater;  her  history,  her  tradi- 
jtions,  her  alumni,  her  athletic  contests,  and  her  scholastic 
,  and  Christian  ideals.   He  rejoiced  in  her  growth  and  in  the 
[recognition   which   she   has   attained   in   the   educational 
i  world. 

During  the  unusually  long  period  of  his   later  years, 
;  although  his  interests  were  in  everything  that  concerned 
[the  College,  his  best  energies  concentrated  on  the  campus. 
This  he  regarded  as  his  responsibility.    He  supervised  the

'affection   for   him   with   the   presentation   of   a   beautiful 
silver  loving  cup.    After  his  funeral  one  of  them  who  had 
lived  in  his  home  stood  by  his  grave  and  with  tear-filled 
eyes  said,  "  I  have  lost  my  best  friend." 
Doubtless  in  the  years  to  come  stu- 
dents will  gather  casually  under  the 
i  ample   shade  of  some  spreading   tree 
which  he  planted,  and  in  a  season  of 
j  quiet    will    relate    the    story    of    the 
I  erect,  handsome,  gray  haired  man,  who 
Iwith  tilted  head  and  measured  tread 
iwalked    the    Hampden-Sydney    cam- 
pus, 1915-1940  its  guardian  angel. 

Dr.  Booker  was  the  incarnation  of 
the  Hampden-Sydney  ideal,  the  em- 
bodiment of  the  "Hampden-Sydney 
Spirit."  May  a  double  portion  of  his 
spirit  fall  upon  the  alumni,  faculty,  and 
students  of  today  and  the  coming  years. 
(Dr.  Booker  passed  away  at  his  home 
in  the  early  morning  of  March  19, 
1940,  and  on  the  following  afternoon 
after  a  brief  and  simple  service  in  Col- 
lege Church  his  body  was  laid  to  rest 
by  the  side  of  that  of  his  beloved  wife 
in  the  old  Union  Seminary  Cemetery.)

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spected  by  lovers  of  poetry  throughout  the  United  States. 
The  Lyric  is  a  quiet  force  for  upholding  a  high  literary 
tradition  of  writing,  despite  its  financial  insecurity, 
slender  size  and  a  necessarily  limited  audience.  Under 
Mr.  Hanes'  wise  editorship  it  has  never  been  a  mouth- 
piece for  prevailing  literary  fads.  His  literary  credo  would 
hold  in  any  age  or  any  country.  To  him  poetry  is  achieved 
only  when  beauty  is  keenly  felt  and  clearly  set  forth 
in  beautiful  form. 
This  credo,  faithfully 
adhered  to,  has  kept 
The  Lyric  free  from 
the  cacophonous  and 
obscure  verse  that  has 
so  had  the  cry  among 
recent  schools  of  writ- 
ing.

Air.  Hanes  is  already  known  to  a  number  of  readers 
for  his  volume.  Song  of  the  New  Hercules  and  Other  Poems. 
Just  before  Christmas  he  brought  out  another  short 
collection,  published  by   The  Lyric  Press,  Roanoke,  Va. 

The  poems  in  Green  Girdle  vary  in  quality.  But  Chip- 
munk, Screech  Owls,  Lost  Bobwhites,  Little  Prayer,  Pass- 
ing of  Old  Dirt  Roads,  Firefly  and  Song  at  Dusk  are 
lyrics  of  unusual  loveliness,  simplicity  and  penetration. 
There  is  a  freshness  of  vision  and  a  straightforward 
approach  that  are  particularly  welcome  to  lovers  of  out- 
of-doors.  The  unexpected  flashes  of  mysticism  give  the 
poems  depth  and  set  them  apart  from  mere  descriptions 
of  nature. 

Mr.  Hanes  has,  in  recent  years,  delivered  a  good  many 
lectures  on  poetry  and  given  readings  of  his  own  poems 
throughout  Virginia. 

He  practices  law  as  his  profession  and  his  work  with 
poetry  is  entirely  a  labor  of  love.  For  quiet,  independent

Hampden-Sydney  and  Who's  Who 

ACCORDING  to  a  recent  survey  published  in  School 
..  and  Society,  Hampden-Sydney  is  still  close  to  top 
ranking  among  the  nation's  colleges  in  its  percentage 
contribution  to  "Who's  Who."  In  the  1928  edition,  it 
will  be  recalled,  we  were  in  first  place  in  the  percentage 
of  our  living  graduates  to  be  listed  in  this  standard  com- 
pilation of  leading  citizens.  This  gave  our  college  very 
favorable  publicity  in  wide  areas  of  our  country.  In  the 
1938  edition,  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years,  we  find  ourselves 
in  fourth  place  among  224  colleges,  or  in  the  top  one  per 
cent.  Harvard  now  leads  the  list,  Amherst  is  second,  our 
esteemed  rival,  Randolph-Macon,  which  was  not  listed 
before,  has  come  into  third  place  and  trailing  just  behind 
us  is  Yale.  The  differences  between  these  foremost 
colleges,  however,  are  nothing  short  of  minute.  Thus 
Hampden-Sydney  is  only  six  one-hundredths  of  one 
per  cent  behind  Randolph-Macon,  nine  one-hundredths 
behind  Amherst  and  one-third  of  one  per  cent  behind 
Harvard.  Only  two  other  \  irginia  institutions  are  within 
the  first  twenty  places.  The  University  is  twelfth  and 
Washington  and  Lee  is  twentieth.  Hampden-Sydney  with 
five  and  forty-six  one-hundredths  per  cent  of  her  living 
graduates  listed  in  "Who's  Who"  is  contributing  four 
times  the  ratio  of  professional  or  business  leaders  produced 
by  the  average  of  the  eighty  leading  colleges  in  the  United 
States,  ten  times  as  many  as  the  average  college. 

Hampden-Sydney's  drop  from  first  to  fourth  place  was 
to  be  anticipated  because  of  her  rapid  growth  in  the  past 
twenty  years,  especially  in  the  number  graduating.  Since 
the  younger  alumni  achieve  prominence  more  slowly,  a 
mounting  proportion  of  these  cuts  the  ratio.  Accordingly, 
it  is  chiefly  colleges  of  stable  enrollment  that  have  held 
their  places  or  advanced  in  ranking. 

Since  no  other  reliable  method  of  comparing  the 
character  and  influence  of  our  colleges  has  been  devised, 
we  can  accept  this  continued  high  ranking  as  truly  indic- 
ative of  something  fine  that  has  gone  into  the  making  of 
men  here,  and,  we  hope,  will  long  continue.  The  editor 
of  the  Times-Dispatch  concluded  a  very  gracious  editorial 
on  this  theme  recently  as  follows:  "The  great  universities 
have  their  place  in  the  educational  scheme,  of  course,  but 
the  important  role  of  the  less  spectacular,  small,  denomi- 
national college  ought  to  be  more  obvious  than  ever,  in 
view  of  the  amazing  showing  of  Randolph-Macon  and 
Hampden-Sydney,  against  the  best  competition  the 
country  affords."  D.  M.  Allan

Doctor  Squires'  Latest  Book 


DR.  W.  H.  T.  SQUIRES,  '95,  has  given  to  a  steadily 
widening  circle  of  readers  two  notable  books  on 
Virginia:  The  Land  of  Decision^  the  Splendor  of  Virginia 
Story  and  Through  Centuries  Three,  a  Short  History  of  the 
People  of  Virginia. 

And  now  comes  a  third,  and  supplemental,  book: 
Unleashed  at  Long  Last,  Reconstruction  in  Virginia.  Why 
this  title?  Because,  as  the  author  asserts,  Virginia  was 
unleashed  from  the  incubus  of  slavery;  from  military 
occupation  (in  1870)  and  was  allowed  to  become  a  State 
and  to  send  representatives  to  the  United  States  Congress. 

Reconstruction  in  Virginia:  What  a  horror  of  destruc- 
tion and  tyranny  the  word  meant  to  the  men  and  women, 
and  their  sons  and  daughters,  who  had  to  suffer  under  it; 
and  what  a  picture  to  those  who,  born  after  1865,  saw 
and  continue  to  see  its  baleful  effects! 

The  book  is  a  masterly  presentation  of  the  records  in 
the  case.  The  author  has  marshalled  the  facts — an 
amazing  group  of  them — in  clear  and  orderly  fashion. 
Interpretations  and  comments  are  fair;  and  where  oppor- 
tunity offers  he  has  given  credit  to  those  few  of  the 
North  and  East,  in  Congress  and  out  of  it,  who,  when 
the  South  was  conquered,  believed  it  unjust  and  unwise 
to  maltreat  a  crippled  people.  These  instances  light  up 
a  sombre  picture  of  a  sombre  time. 

One  can  give  no  higher  praise  to  this  book  than  to 
say  that  it  covers,  for  Virginia,  as  completely  as  does 
Claude  Bower's  Tragic  Era,  for  the  South,  a  period  in 
our  National  history  that  was  disgraceful  and  shameful; 
a  period  for  which  there  has  been  no  reparation. 

Prior  to  1914 — the  beginning  of  World  War  I — it 
might  well  have  been  asked  how  a  civilized  people  and 
the  congressional  representatives  of  a  civilized  people 
could  permit  base  men  to  dominate  a  Nation  and  inflict 
such  bitter  injustice  on  millions  of  men  and  women 
and  children.  But  we  are  learning  (or  are  we."")  in  the 
present  dark  days  that  propaganda  constantly  conducted, 
with  only  one  side  allowed  a  hearing,  can  bring  to  pass 
frightful  deeds  resulting  in  frightful  suffering.  The  South 
can  well  understand  the  feelings  of  the  Czechs,  the  Poles, 
the  Finns. 

Unleashed  at  Long  Last  is  not  pleasant  reading.  It 
parallels  The  Tragic  Era  in  this  respect.  But  it  enthralls,  as 
the  reader  devours  page  after  page,  unable  to  put  the  book 
aside  until  he  sees  what  will  be  the  outcome.  One  reads 
with  breathless  interest  the  recital  of  terrible  deeds  based 
on  terrible  hatreds,  evil  motives  and  ignorant  fanaticisms. 
Many  of  the  chapters  are  as  fascinating  as  some  of  Poe's 
gruesome  tales;  recitals  that  "will  draw  old  men  from 
the  chimney  corner  and  children  from  their  play." 

Is  the  book  well  written.'  Superlatively  so.  Who  can 
surpass  Dr.  Squires  in  graceful  touches,  in  well-turned 
phrases,  in  comments  that  sometimes  bite  like  old  cheese; 
in  the  ability  to  maintain  his  own  integrity  of  thought.'' 

The  author,  in  his  Through  Centuries  Three,  showed 
that  he  was,  to  some  extent,  under  the  spell  of  the  Lincoln 
Myth.  In  that  interesting  and  informing  volume  he 
states  that  the  erection  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia 
was  "contrary  to  every  principle  of  equity  and  justice"; 
that  it  "over-rode  every  principle  promulgated   by  the 


Constitution  of  the  United  States";  and  that  "the  erec- 
tion of  West  Virginia  is  the  most  vulnerable  point  in 
Lincoln's  character  and  career."  And  yet  on  the  same 
page  he  states  that  Lincoln  was  "the  greatest  benefactor 
the  Southern  people  have  had  in  their  long  history." 
He  (Lincoln)  "solved  the  South's  great  problem"  by 
"freeing  the  slaves." 

And  the  author  is  still  under  the  spell  for  in  his  Unleashed 
at  Long  Last  he  says  that  "Lincoln  changed  an  unconsti- 
tutional war  of  invasion,  aggression  and  coercion  into  a 
crusade  for  human  liberty";  that  "frightful  as  was  the 
price.  Emancipation  was  worth  all  it  cost";  that  "the 
Proclamation  of  Emancipation  set  every  slave-holder 
free." 

Mr.  Lincoln  could  have  prevented  that  "war  of  inva- 
sion, aggression,  and  coercion."  He  was  urged  and 
implored  by  Virginia  to  prevent  it,  but  by  deliberate 
deception  and  cunning,  he  laid  a  trap  for  the  Southern 
leaders  by  inciting  them  to  "fire  on  the  flag."  That  won 
the  war  before  it  started.  Without  any  authority  from 
Congress — which  alone  has  the  power  to  declare  war — 
he  forced  war  on  the  South;  and  at  a  time  when  the  skies 
looked  dark  for  the  Federals  Mr.  Lincoln  issued  his 
Proclamation  of  Emancipation  solely  as  a  war  measure, 
and  not  because  he  was  in  any  sense  a  "crusader  for 
human  liberty."    His  own  utterances  prove  this. 

Emancipation  would  have  come  without  any  war; 
without  "  all  it  cost "  in  the  death  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  men,  in  the  bitter  suffering  of  women  and  children, 
in  the  cost  of  billions  of  dollars  in  property  and  in  the 
terrible  aftermath. 

Emancipation  was  inevitable  and  Virginia  was  leading 
the  way  to  it.  Note  her  repeated  efforts  as  a  Colony 
and  in  her  National  and  State  politics,  to  be  rid  of  it; 
note  th'e  growing  power  of  the  Virginia  emancipationists 
as  shown  in  the  State  Assembly  of  1832;  note  the  eighth 
census,  which  showed  that  Virginia,  with  a  population 
of  1,047,411,  had  58,042  free  Negroes,  while  all  of  New 
England,  with  a  population  of  3,110,572,  had  24,711  free 
Negroes;  that  Illinois  and  Indiana,  with  a  population  of 
3,043,323,  had  12,499  free  Negroes,  a  considerable  number 
of  whom  had  been  emancipated  in  Virginia  before  going 
to  those  States. 

But  the  Abolitionists  of  New  England  actively  opposed 
the  measures  of  the  American  Colonization  Society  (in 
which  Virginia  was  a  potent  factor),  because  the  Society 
originated  in  Virginia.  (See  R.  A.  Brock's  Virginia  Collec- 
tions, vol.  6:28,  for  the  proof  of  this.) 

The  Proclamation  of  Emancipation  issued  by  the  great 
"crusader  for  human  liberty"  did  not,  and  was  not 
intended  to,  "set  every  slave-holder  free."  It  was  re- 
stricted to  those  States  or  sections  of  States  that  were 
"in  rebellion"  against  the  Federal  government.  It  did 
not  set  free  slave-holder  U.  S.  Grant,  for  he  held  on  to 
his  slaves  until  they  were  freed  later  by  legislative  act. 

Dr.  Squires  has  produced  a  valuable  book.  It  is 
strengthened  by  footnotes  containing  citations.  The 
format  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  It  is  really  a  de  luxe 
edition,  beautiful  and  satisfying;  history  written  with  a 
literary  touch.

"Clair  deLune." 

(4)  Landscape  after  Gainsborough's  etching. 

Each  of  these  is  attractively  framed  and  on  the  frame 
is  a  notation  indicating  the  fact  that  these  are  a  part  of 
the  Sullivan  Memorial  Gift.

Hampden-Sydney  and  Tomorrow 

Edg.ar  G.  G.ammon 

THE  past  of  Hampden-Sydney  is  well  known.  Those 
of  us  most  interested  have  dwelt  too  much  on  it. 
While  we  are  proud  of  what  has  been  done  and  grateful, 
we  cannot  afford  to  be  satisfied.  The  question  of  yester- 
day is  interesting;  that  of  tomorrow  imperative.  W  hat  of 
Hampden-Sydney  and  the  future.''  Can  we  feel  as  hopeful 
concerning  that  as  we  can  be  thankful  for  the  past? 

Such  a  question  is  of  the  greatest  concern  to  all  the 
alumni,  students,  and  friends  of  the  College.  The  answer 
is  not  difficult:  Hampden-Sydney's  future  is  today  as 
bright  as  her  past.  The  reason  for  such  a  statement  is 
based  on  the  following  facts: 

The  first  is  in  the  matter  of  enrollment.  The  number  of 
students  to  enroll  this  year  reached  a  total  of  392.  It  is 
conservatively  estimated  that  about  75  applicants  were 
denied.  And  if  inquiries  mean  anything,  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  enrollment  will  be  equal  to  our 
capacity  for  the  coming  year.  This  fact  alone  makes  one 
feel  sure  about  the  future. 

Another  thing  that  has  to  do  with  the  certainty  of  the 
future  is  the  attitude  of  the  alumni.  At  the  present  time 
many  of  this  important  group  are  manifesting  a  most 
helpful  sort  of  interest  in  the  College.  Indeed,  there  is  not 
only  renewed  interest  but  also  a  desire  to  express  that 
interest  in  supporting  the  institution.  There  is  no  way 
to  express  adequately  the  importance  of  this  feeling  on  the 
part  of  the  alumni;  for  to  all  colleges  and  especially  to 
those  like  Hampden-Sydney  the  loyalty  of  the  alumni  is 
vital  to  the  very  existence  of  the  school. 

A  third  thing  is  in  the  good  will  of  friends.  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  fortunate  here.  Her  friends  have  never  been 
limited  to  her  alumni.  The  largest  single  gift  ever  re- 
ceived by  the  College  came  from  Mr.  Samuel  Morton,  who 
had  never  attended  the  institution;  and  many  others  have 
helped  in  various  ways.  Today  this  group  is  increasing, 
and  the  interest  of  such  friends,  many  of  whom  are  both 
influential  and  able,  increases  greatly  the  certainty  of  our 
future. 

Again,  Hampden-Sydney  has  at  her  back  the  Synod  of 
\  irginia.  This  synod  is  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  largest 
and  ablest  in  the  entire  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 
Hampden-Sydney  has  been  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the 
Synod,  and  if  the  churches  of  Virginia  will  realize  what 
Hampden-Sydney  means  to  the  vital  cause  of  Christian 
education  and  firmly  support  the  College  in  money  and 
students,  the  future  will  be  brighter  still.

If  the  College  is  to  advance  or  even  hold  its 
own  in  this  highly  competitive  day,  a  larger  budget  is 
immediately  imperative. 

The  present  policy  is  to  receive  students  on  a  strict, 
selective  basis.  For  this  reason  we  would  like  to  be  able  to 
provide  a  place  for  all  who  can  meet  the  requirements. 

In  view  of  the  brightness  and  certainty  of  the  future, 
NOW  is   the  time  for  the  alumni,   the   Synod,   and   the 
friends  of  the  College  to  do  their  utmost  in  making  it 
possible  for  Hampden-Sydney  to  lay  hold  on  its  oppor-- 
tunities  and  measure  up  to  its  responsibilities.    No  small: 
college  is  going  to  be  able  to  survive  from  now  on  unless, 
it  has  backing  and  support  enough  to  make  a  contribution 
that  is  essential  to  the  present  situation.

Mrs.  Sarah  Read  Martin  died  at  her  ancestral  home,  "Greenfield,"  in 
Charlotte  County,  Va.,  on  February  24,  1940.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
William  W.  Read,  Esq.,  of  the  Class  of  1840,  who  was  long  a  valued  and 
interested  trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Her  brother,  Abram  C. 
Read  of  Savannah,  was  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Class  of  1883; 
and  her  son.  Dr.  William  Read  Martin,  '02,  is  the  beloved  physician 
of  Charlotte  Court  House. 

Lemuel  Bowden,  '09,  aged  53,  died  at  his  home  in  Norfolk,  Va., 
November  18,  1939.  At  College  he  was  prominent  in  the  classroom  and 
on  the  campus  an  outstanding  athlete.  In  19 10,  he  entered  the  service 
of  the  United  States  and  at  his  death  was  Deputy-Collector  of  Customs 
and  Acting  Assistant  Collector  in  Norfolk.  He  was  a  brother  of  Henry 
Bowden,  of  the  Class  of  1901.  The  Secretary  of  our  Alumni  Chapter  in 
Norfolk — Charles  Hitchins,  '32,  reporting  Mr.  Bowden's  death,  says: 
"His  funeral  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  attended  in  Norfolk  by  men. 
He  was  a  man's  man  and  in  his  business  relations  touched  practically 
every  business  firm  in  Norfolk." 

Jos.  M.  Leps,  secretary  of  the  Florida  Chapter  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Association  has  reported  that  Joseph  Robert  Cunning- 
ham, 1895,  is  dead.    His  death  occurred  January  21,  1940. 

After  long  effort,  the  .Alumni  Secretary  has  found  that  Walter  Golds- 
borough  Maxwell,  1898,  died  in  Richmond,  Va.,  October  8,  1934,  and 
was  buried  in  the  Loudoun  Park  Cemetery  in  Baltimore,  Md.

Stuart  M.  Farrar,  '37,  has  reported  the  death  of  his  old  kinsman. 
Judge  John  Daniel  Calhoun  of  the  Class  of  1873.  He  was  a  native  of 
Prince  Edward  County,  Va.,  born  March  18,  1849.  He  died  at  his  home 
in  Hillsboro,  Texas,  February  i,  1940.  He  had  resided  in  many  places 
before  settling  in  Hillsboro  in  1901.  Wherever  he  went  he  was  interested 
in  church  work,  having  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  1869. 
He  was  twice  married  and  is  survived  by  three  children. 

Mrs.  Erna  Weber  Pancake,  wife  of  Campbell  Pancake,  Jr.,  '30,  died 
in  Columbus,  Ohio,  Januarv'  25,  1940.  The  funeral  was  held  at  Mrs. 
Pancake's  old  home  near  Columbus.  They  had  been  married  at  Crest- 
line, Ohio,  October  5,  1935. 


Mrs.  Mary  E.  D.  Goddin,  aged  88,  dicil  January  22,  1940,  at  the 
residence  of  her  son,  .Mfrcd  P.  Goddin,  '10,  in  Richmond,  Va.  Born 
October  13,  1851.  near  Beaver  Dam,  at  the  home  of  her  grandfather, 
William  Chambcrlayne  Winston,  Esq.,  she  married  Mr.  John  T.  Goddin 
in  1871,  and  since  that  had  made  her  home  in  Richmoml  interested  in 
good  works  and  active  in  church  affairs. 

Mr.  V.  Southall  Farrar,  aged  69,  died  of  a  heart  attack  on  l''ebruary 
3d,  in  Richmond.  He  was  district  agent  of  the  Virginia  .\gricultural 
Extension  Service,  one  of  the  five  supervisors  of  the  work  of  the  State 
County  ,\gents.  Mr.  Farrar  was  a  member  of  the  old  family  which  has 
long  been  prominent  in  .\melia  County  and  in  Southsidc  X'irginia.  I-Iis 
son,  J.  Beverly  I'^arrar,  of  the  Class  of  1932,  and  a  graduate  of  Cornell 
I'niversity,  is  stationed  at  Blacksburg  in  connection  with  United  States 
.Agricultural  work. 

Colonel  James  D.  Johnston,  prominent  attorney  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  died 
at  his  home  there,  February  12,  1940,  at  the  age  of  70.  He  was  the  father 
of  J.  D.  Johnston,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1939.  Col.  Johnston  had  been 
active  in  affairs,  civic  and  religious,  for  years,  and  his  death  comes  as 
a  distinct  loss  to  the  community  in  which  he  lived. 

Maurice  Blair  Langhorne,  '03,  died  in  Richmond,  February  9,  1940. 
Born  in  Smithfield,  Va.,  .August  17,  1883,  he  was  the  son  of  the  late 
M.  F.  Langhorne.  For  years  he  was  connected  with  the  Beaufort  Water 
Company;  at  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  Superintendent  of  the  Home 
Brewing  Company.    His  wife  and  one  son,  Lewis,  survive  him. 

Judge  Daniel  Grinnan,  of  the  Class  of  1879,  was  born  in  Madison 
County, Va.,  October  13,  1861,  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Andrew  G.  Grinnan 
and  Mrs.  Georgia  Bryan  Grinnan.  He  finished  his  Law  Course  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Richmond,  Va., 
in  1886.  From  1902  to  1912  he  was  Judge  of  the  City  Chancery  Court, 
and  subsequently  was  Trust  Officer  of  the  American  Bank  and  Trust 
Company.  For  several  years  Judge  Grinnan  was  President  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Historical  Society.  He  was  a  member  of  the  old  Westmoreland 
Club,  a  member  of  the  Commonwealth  Club,  and  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Chapter  of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary. 
Honored  and  respected  by  all,  he  died  at  the  home  of  his  brother.  Dr. 
St.  George  Grinnan,  in  Richmond,  January  i,  1940.  "Kindly,  pictur- 
esque, faithful  to  the  high  traditions  of  his  inheritance,  he  represented 
a  type  that  may  be  extinguished  by  time  but  will  not  be  forgotten." 

Mrs.  Mary  Michaux  Halsey,  widow  of  the  late  Judge  Don  P.  Halsey, 
our  distinguished  alumnus  and  useful  and  loyal  trustee,  died  in  Lynch- 
burg, Va.,  December  18,  1939.  Mrs.  Halsey  belonged  to  a  family  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  best  tradition.  She  was  the  granddaughter  of 
Judge  Asa  D.  Dickinson  of  the  Class  of  1836;  daughter  of  Hon.  Robert 
iVI.  Dickinson,  i860;  niece  of  J.  Purnell,  1864,  of  J.  Ir\ine  and  Clement 
C,  both  of  1869,  of  Thomas  H.,  '70,  of  Asa  D.,  Jr.,  '77;  and  sister  of  Alex. 
B.,  '89,  and  M.  Blair,  '92. 

Mr.  Charles  R.  Saunders,  well  known  in  the  business  life  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  died  in  Richmond  on  December  16,  1939.  He  was  the  father  of 
Kirkland  Ruffin  Saunders  of  the  Class  of  1915,  long  remembered  in 
athletic  circles.  Besides  his  son  and  sister,  Mr.  Saunders  is  survived 
by  two  brothers. 

That  pleasant  gentleman  and  genial  friend,  Mr.  Frederick  S.  Valentine, 
died  at  his  home  in  Richmond,  Februan'  i,  1940,  aged  73.  From  his 
youth,  Mr.  Valentine  was  active  in  the  business  life  of  Richmond — 
associated  with  the  Valentine  Meat  Juice  Company  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  the  Mutual  Assurance  Society  of  Virginia.  He  was  also 
prominent  in  church  work,  vestryman  and  senior  warden  of  All  Saints 
Episcopal  Church.  Mr.  Valentine  is  sun'ived  by  his  wife  and  three 
children:  Frederick  S.  Valentine,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  191 1,  Charles  S. 
Valentine  and  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Ellett,  wife  of  Thomas  W.  EUett,  1905. 

Dr.  James  C.  Parsons,  '03,  was  found  burned  to  death  in  his  home  at 
Buena  Vista,  Va.,  January  8,  1940.  Survived  by  his  second  wife — who 
was  Miss  Audrey  Drake  of  Drakes  Branch,  Va. — and  by  his  father. 
Dr.  Parsons  was  buried  in  the  Spring  Hill  Cemetery,  Lynchburg,  Va. 

Judge  Robert  Francis  Hutcheson  of  the  Class  of  1898  died  at  his 
home  at  Charlotte  Court  House,  Va.,  January  12,  1940.  He  was  the 
son  of  Robert  F.  and  Mrs.  Marj'  Barksdale  Hutcheson,  was  a  native  of 
Charlotte  County,  born  in  1878.  After  graduation,  he  taught  for  some 
years;  then  studied  law  at  VVashington  and  Lee  and  returned  to  his 
native  county  to  practice  his  profession.  His  ability,  character,  and 
learning  were  soon  recognized  and  won  for  him  an  enviable  reputation 
at  the  Bar  of  Charlotte  and  the  adjoining  counties.  .At  the  death  of 
Judge  George  Jefferson  Hundley  (Class  of  1863),  he  was  appointed  Judge 
of  the  Fifth  Circuit,  consisting  of  the  Counties  of  -Appomattox,  Charlotte, 
Cumberland,  Buckingham,  and  Prince  Edward.  For  fifteen  years  he 
presided  over  the  courts  in  these  counties  wisely  and  impartially. 

Judge  Hutcheson  was  not  only  a  lawyer  of  wide  reading  and  a  judge 
of  marked  judicial  temperament,  but  he  was  also  a  pillar  of  the  Presby- 
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terian  Church  in  Roanoke  Presbytery  and  an  historian  whose  patient 
research  has  done  much  to  preserve  the  facts  pertaining  to  the  civil  and 
rehgious  history  of  Charlotte  County. 

The  Judge  was  one  of  a  family  of  distinguished  brothers:  Rev.  R.  G. 
Hutcheson,  of  Alullins,  S.  C;  H.  E.  Hutcheson,  of  Gloucester  Court 
House,  \"a.;  Dr.  John  R.  Hutcheson,  Director  of  the  State  .Agricultural 
E.xtension  Division;  and  Dr.  T.  S.  Hutcheson,  head  of  the  \'.  P.  I. 
Department  of  .\gronomy.  These,  with  a  sister  (Mrs.  F.  C.  Campbell, 
of  El  Paso,  Texas),  his  wife,  two  daughters,  and  a  son  (R.  F.  Hutcheson, 
Jr.,  '35,  an  attorney  at  Emporia,  Va.)  sunive.  Mrs.  Hutcheson,  the 
former  Miss  Lucy  Eggleston — daughter  of  the  late  Beverley  Eggleston, 
Esq. — was  a  true  help-meet  of  her  able  husband  and  to  her  The  Record 
extends  sincere  sympathy  in  this  time  of  sorrow.  .\  just  and  upright 
judge,  a  good  and  useful  man,  a  sincere  and  earnest  Christian  has  passed 
to  his  reward;  a  wide  circle  of  friends  are  bowed  in  grief  and  the  world 
is  poorer. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Saxon  W.  Holt,  at  the  age  of  6g,  after  a  long 
illness,  died  at  his  home  in  Newport  News,  Va.,  on  March  29th.  He  had 
ser\'ed  continuously  as  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Senate  for  thirty-five 
\'ears.  where  he  rendered  conspicuous  service  to  his  State.  He  was  then 
elected  Lieutenant-Governor  and  took  office  in  January,  1938. 

Hampden-Sydney  felt  a  special  interest  in  Governor  Holt  due  to 
the  fact  that  his  wife  was  Miss  Maria  Davis  Reynolds,  whose  mother, 
Mrs.  Mary  W.  Reynolds,  for  a  number  of  years  lived  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  and  much  of  Mrs.  Holt's  girlhood  was  spent  here.  Moreover, 
Mrs.  Holt's  father.  Captain  Henry  S.  Reynolds,  was  a  graduate  of 
Hampden-Sydney  and  all  four  of  her  brothers  were  educated  at  this 
institution. 

Besides  his  widow.  Governor  Holt  leaves  three  children:  Miss  Maria 
Holt,  Saxon  W.  Holt,  Jr.,  and  Quincy  Holt,  all  of  Newport  News.    The 


sympathy  of  this  entire  community  goes  out  to  Governor  Holt's  family 
in  their  hour  of  sorrow. 

Charles  Marsh  Shepperson,  '98,  died  March  13,  1940,  at  his  home  in 
Alexandria,  Va.  He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  some  time.  He  never 
fully  recovered  from  an  attack  of  influenza  while  soldiering  in  France 
during  the  World  War  of  1914-1918.  In  spite  of  his  impaired  health  he 
continued  to  work,  serving  for  18  years  as  a  staff  correspondent  of  the 
JVashinglon  Post. 

Our  good  friend  and  loyal  alumnus  was  born  September  19,  1879,  at 
Woodville,  Miss.,  the  son  of  Rev.  Charles  M.  Shepperson,  D.  D.,  and 
Mrs.  May  \'irginia  (Baxter)  Shepperson.  Doctor  Shepperson  was  an 
alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Class  1S35,  and  was  the  famous  mission- 
ary to  the  Indians  in  what  is  now  the  State  of  Oklahoma.  When  he 
died  in  1895,  the  Indians  buried  him  ana  later  erected  a  monument  to 
his  memory. 

Charles  Marsh  Shepperson  was  educated  at  the  West  Tennessee 
Military  .Academy,  Presbyterian  College  in  Fredericksburg,  \'a.,  and 
Hampden-Sydney  College. 

He  did  newspaper  work  and,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish-.American 
War,  volunteered  and  saw  service  in  Cuba.  He  had  a  taste  for  the 
military-  and  after  his  return  from  France  in  1919  he  became  Captain 
of  the  .Alexandria  Light  Infantry,  a  national  guard  unit. 

Surv'iving  him  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Dolly  (Peyton)  Shepperson,  and  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  C.  Booker  Powell  and  Imogene  Baxter  Shepperson. 

This  alumnus  was  distinguished  for  his  patriotic  zeal,  for  his  thorough 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  his  countn.-,  for  his  unswerving  loyalty 
to  his  host  of  friends,  and  his  devotion  to  his  family  circle.  For  Hampden- 
Sydney  he  had  a  tender  spot  in  his  heart.  He  never  failed  in  any  service 
he  could  render  his  alma  mater.  He  never  criticised  those  who  were 
running  the  College,  but  gave  them  his  hearty  support  in  all  efforts  to 
advance  the  best  interests  of  the  beloved  institution.

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ROANOKE 

The  Roanokf  Times  in  its  issue  of  Tuesda}'  morning, 
Februar\-  20tli,  carried  a  clear  and  interesting  likeness  of 
President  Edgar  G.  Gammon  in  conversation  with  Doctor 
Harry  B.  Stone,  Jr.,  president  of  the  local  chapter  of 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni  in  the  Magic  City.  The  evening 
before  the  alumni  had  gathered  at  Hotel  Patrick  Henry  to 
meet  Doctor  Gammon  and  hear  his  informal  talk  on  the 
College.  John  \\'.  Eure,  Jr.,  '36,  on  the  staff  of  the  Times, 
turned  in  the  following  report  of  the  meeting  for  his  paper: 

A  mild  form  of  recruiting  of  athletes  by  colleges  was 
defended  and  termed  necessary,  unless  the  College  is  to 
withdraw  altogether  from  intercollegiate  contests,  by  Dr. 
Edgar  G.  Gammon,  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  in  an  address  to  the  Roanoke  Hampden-Sydney 
alumni  chapter  at  Hotel  Patrick  Henry  last  night. 

Scholarship  Answer 

"\\'e  don't  give  a  boy  ten  cents,"  Dr.  Gammon  said 
in  describing  what  he  called  Hampden-Sydney's  system 
of  "modest  recruiting,"  ''but  we  do  tr}'  to  help  a  boy  who 
can  help  the  school  athletically."  The  answer  to  the 
problem  lies  in  more  scholarships  for  boys  who  want  an 
education  and  are  able  to  be  of  aid  to  the  college's  athletic 
teams,  he  said. 

"We  don't  hire  anybodv, "  the  college  president  said 
flatly. 

"  I  believe  that  many  small  colleges  are  on  the  way  out, " 
Dr.  Gammon  said  in  the  course  of  a  talk  on  progress  and 
plans  for  the  College.  He  limited  the  life  expectancy  of 
many  of  them  to  25  years,  declaring  that  the  state- 
supported  schools  "make  it  awfully  hard  for  a  small 
college,"  but  added  that  "some  of  them  deserve  to  live 
and  I  believe  they  can  live"  with  endowment  and  support 
from  churches  and  other  outside  groups. 

Answering  the  criticism  which  he  said  had  come  from 
some  alumni  concerning  football  schedules  which  pit  the 
small  Hampden-Sydney  team  against  such  schools  as 
Virginia,  Maryland,  and  Dartmouth,  he  said  these  games 
were  financially  necessary,  that  the  players  enjoyed 
them,  and  that  he  believed  at  least  one  such  game  was 
good  for  the  team. 

"People  ask  'Why  .  .  .  does  Hampden-Sydney  play  a 
team  like  Dartmouth.?'  "  said  Dr.  Gammon,  himself 
once  a  Tiger  quarterback.  "My  answer  is:  'You  can  take 
an  awful  pasting  for  $1,400'." 

The  alumni  chapter  voted  to  sponsor  a  concert  by  the 
Hampden-Sydney  College  Glee  Club  here  on  A'larch  ist. 

The  College  is  launching  a  new  alumni  loyalty  fund 
this  year,  whereby  all  alumni,  by  classes,  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  make  some  contribution  to  the  College 
each  year,  Dr.  Gammon  said.  Unanimous  approval  of 
the  plan  was  voted  by  the  chapter.

The  alumni  officers  at  the  College  are  indebted  to  Mrs. 
Beulah  R.  Drake,  secretary  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Orlando,  Fla.,  for  details  of  the  meeting  of 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni  at  the  Angebilt  Hotel,  Orlando, 
on  March  1 6th.  The  secretary  of  the  Chapter,  Jos.  M. 
Leps,  was  prevented  at  the  last  minute  from  being  present 
on  account  of  illness  in  his  family  and  Mrs.  Drake  kindly 
consented  to  report  the  meeting. 

Doctor  L.  E.  McNair,  president  of  the  Florida  Chapter, 
called  on  Doctor  R.  C.  Anderson,  '87,  of  Montreal,  N.  C, 
to  ask  the  blessing  at  this  luncheon  meeting. 


L.  L.  Price,  '31,  of  Sebring,  read  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  and  likewise  a  letter  of  greeting  from  George  L. 
\\'alker,  general  secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

The  presiding  officer  then  told  of  incidents  of  the  old 
days  at  Hampden-Sydney  displaying  a  picture  of  the 
football  team  of  nearly  fifty  years  ago  on  which  he  had 
played,  and  he  then  called  on  each  man  to  stand  and  tell 
something  of  his  class  at  College  and  of  his  present  situ- 
ation.   The  following  responded:

The  Chapter  especially  enjoyed  the  talk  by  Doctor 
Shaw  who  some  years  ago  on  the  invitation  of  the  then 
president  of  the  College,  Doctor  Joseph  D.  Eggleston, 
made  the  Commencement  address  and  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters.

Brock  on  Virginia 

THIS  is  the  title  of  an  appreciative  editorial  in  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  March  7,  1940.  What 
called  forth  this  editorial  was  an  article  by  Dr.  H.  I.  Brock, 
1895,  in  the  Sunday  Nezv  York  Times  in  regard  to  the 
"Mellowing  effect"  of  climatic  conditions  on  "the  handi- 
work of  the  restorers  of  Colonial  Williamsburg."  Mention- 
ing this  article,  the  editorial  writer  in  Richmond  takes 
occasion  to  outline  in  part  what  Dr.  Brock  has  done  for 
Virginia  History.  Among  other  pleasant  things  he  says: 
"  In  the  years  of  his  magazine  writing  in  The  Times,  he 
(Dr.  Brock)  has  been  one  of  the  chief  interpreters  of 
Virginia  to  the  discriminating  audience  of  what  is  un- 
doubtedly the  greatest  newspaper  in  the  world.  His  own 
name  is  one  well  known  in  the  archives  of  the  State 
history  and  genealogy,  and  the  Old  Dominion  is  fortunate 
to  have  a  distinguished  journalist,  who  came  out  of  her 
own  back  ground,  to  tell  and  retell  her  old  story  to  a 
nation  that  seems  to  like  to  hear  it  well  told."  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  proud  of  her  alumnus — worthy  son  of  the 
beloved  professor,  the  late  Dr.  Hcnr)^  C.  Brock,  scholar 
and  gentleman. 

Some  Recent  Addresses  Before  Learned 
Organizations 

1'^HE  Tennessee  Philological  Association  held  its 
thirty-fourth  annual  meeting  in  Nashville  on  March 
1st  and  2d,  1940.  The  President  of  this  body  was  Dr. 
Graves  H.  Thompson,  Walter  Blair,  professor  of  Latin, 
in  Hampden-Sydney  College.  He  had  been  elected  to 
this  exalted  position  by  Tennessee  classicists  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  fine  scholarship  while  serving  as  professor  of 
Classics  in  Cumberland  University.  The  subject  of  his 
presidential  address  was  "Ovid  as  Physician."  We  have 
not  seen  a  copy  of  this  address;  but  we  are  sure  it  was 
very  interesting  and  instructive,  if  it  was  equal  in  wit  and 
learning  to  other  efforts  of  Dr.  Thompson  to  portra)^  the 
various  phases  of  Ovid's  many-sided   personality. 

At  this  same  meeting  Dr.  C.  B.  Wallace  of  the  Class  of 
1880,  for  more  than  fifty  years  principal  of  his  well-known 
University  School  in  Nashville,  delivered  an  address  on  the 
assigned  subject  ^'Laudator  Temporis  Acti."  This  subject 
was  assigned  him,  no  doubt,  in  a  kindly  spirit  of  raillery 
because  of  his  ardent  advocacy  of  the  old-time  ideals  of 
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the  past  and  of  his  firm  belief  in  the  home  life  which  he 
knew  in  his  youth  and  in  the  system  of  education  to  which 
he  was  subjected  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  which  he  has  endeavored  to 
foster  and  perpetuate  in  his  great  school,  of  which  the 
courses  of  instruction  and  the  methods  of  training  have 
been  abundantly  vindicated  by  the  abiding  results  shown 
in  the  lives  and  characters  of  his  pupils. 

Another  address  which  we  have  read  with  interest  is  the 
presidential  address  read  before  the  Southern  Historical 
Association  at  Lexington,  Ky.,  November  3,  1939,  by 
Dr.  Charles  S.  Sydnor  of  the  Class  of  1918.  Dr.  Sydnor 
is  connected  with  the  History  Department  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity. Before  occupying  this  position  he  had  been  head 
of  the  Department  of  History  both  at  the  University  of 
Mississippi  and  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  He  is  a 
recognized  authority  on  Southern  History.  The  subject 
of  the  address  to  which  we  refer  is  "  The  Soullwrner  and 
the  Laws." 

Needless  to  say  this  is  a  scholarly  paper  and  written  in 
faultless  style — anything  from  Dr.  Sydnor's  pen  would 
have  these  qualities.  We  wish  we  could  give  the  readers 
of  The  Record  a  brief  outline  of  its  contents.  It  is  not 
as  laudatory  of  the  "Southern  Gentleman"  as  would  have 
been  the  case  if  Dr.  Wallace  or  this  reviewer  had  at- 
tempted to  write  on  the  same  subject.  But  Dr.  Sydnor  is 
eminently  fair  to  the  South,  and  his  exposition  is  a  calm 
and  impartial  statement  of  the  facts,  and  his  conclusions 
are  supported  by  reference  to  and  quotations  from  the 
most  eminent  authorities.  We  congratulate  Duke  on 
having  such  a  teacher  and  we  rejoice  that  the  Old  South 
has  so  candid  an  interpreter.

Restoration  of  the  Egyptian  Building  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 

WHATE\'ER  concerns  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  is  of  interest  to  Hampden-Sydney.  The 
mother  views  with  pride  and  pleasure  the  growth  and 
usefulness  of  the  daughter.  The  Medical  College,  as  is 
well  known,  was  once  the  Medical  Department  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College.  Organized  under  the  charter  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  the  medical  school  was  operated  by 
the  trustees  of  the  College  for  sixteen  years  (1838-54). 
The  "Egyptian  Building"  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  which  had  fallen  into  a  state  of  decay  "has  been 
reconstructed  within  and  restored  without,"  as  is  stated 
on  the  bronze  plaque  in  the  building.  This  was  made 
possible  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Bernard  M. 
Baruch  as  a  means  of  honoring  his  father.  Dr.  Simon 
Baruch,  a  distinguished  alumnus  of  the  school  and  a 
surgeon  in  the  Confederate  States  Service.  As  a  part  of 
the  dedication  exercises  on  Founder's  Day,  January  16, 
1940,  Dr.  \\  yndham  B.  Blanton,  '10,  delivered  an  address 
in  which  he  told  of  the  history  of  the  building  and  out- 
lined the  place  which  the  Medical  College  has  occupied 
in  the  history  of  Medicine  in  Virginia  and  in  the  South. 
Dr.  Blanton  is  Associate  Professor  of  Medicine  in  the 
College  and  is  nationally  known  through  his  monumental 
volumes  on  Medical  History  of  America  and  the  out- 
standing practitioners  of  Virginia. 


A  Friend  Has  Gone 

MANY  alumni  of  the  College  will  hear  with  regret 
that  Miss  Adeline  Carrington  Venable  died  at 
her  home  at  Hampden-Sydney  on  January  15,  1940.  To 
those  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Counties  of  Char- 
lotte and  Prince  Edward,  it  is  not  cause  for  surprise  that 
one  in  whose  veins  flowed  the  blood  of  Judge  Paul  Car- 
rington, of  Charlotte,  and  of  Captain  Nathaniel  Venable, 
of  "Slate  Hill,"  showed  marked  force  of  mind  and  char- 
acter. Those  who  have  known  College  Hill  for  the  past 
sixty  years  can  bear  testimony  to  the  fact  that  the  good 
lady  of  whom  we  write  exemplified  in  full  measure,  the 
fine  traits  of  her  ancestral  lines. 

Oldest  daughter  (and  child)  of  Major  Andrew  Reid 
Venable  and  Mrs.  Louise  Cabell  Carrington  Venable, 
her  childhood's  home  was  "Hickory  Grove,"  a  plantation 
three  miles  west  of  Hampden-Sydney;  but  for  about 
sixty  years  she  had  lived  on  "The  Hill"  and  had  been 
prominent  in  its  social  life.  As  a  girl,  Miss  Venable  was 
popular  with  the  students  and  was  one  of  the  belles  of 
her  time.  In  her  mature  life  she  was  influential  as  a 
friend  and  adviser  of  the  boys,  many  of  whom  remember 
her  as  "Miss  Addie"  and  are  grateful  for  her  sympathetic 
interest.  For  a  time  she  was  mistress  of  the  Student's 
Club  then  conducted  at  "The  Alamo";  later  she  resided 
at  her  own  house,  now  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Chi 
Phi  Fraternity.  As  the  infirmities  of  the  flesh  began  to 
multiply,  she  made  her  home  at  "The  Grotto"  with 
her  sisters — Miss  Susie,  a  tower  of  community  strength, 
and  Miss  Emma,  faithful  librarian  of  the  College.  In 
her  later  years  because  of  deafness  and  other  physical 
impediments  Miss  Addie  was  much  cut  off  from  inter- 
course with  others;  but  her  vigorous  mind  found  useful 
employment  in  study  and  research.  Local  history  and 
genealogy  were  her  favorite  studies,  though  she  read 
widely  in  English  and  American  Literature.  Her  dis- 
cerning taste  made  her  a  trustworthy  critic,  and  her 
retentive  memory  gave  her  an  almost  encyclopedic  grasp 
of  facts. 

Miss  Venable  is  survived  by  a  sister.  Miss  Emma  C. 
Venable,  and  by  a  brother,  Hon.  William  Henry  Venable, 
well-known  member  of  the  Norfolk  Bar.  Funeral  ser- 
vices were  held  in  the  College  Church  with  interment  in 
the  old  cemetery  nearby,  where  sleep  so  many  of  her 
kith  and  kin. 


The  President  Functions  as  Sports  Editor 

THE  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  March  24,  1940, 
carried  a  picture  of  and  an  article  by  President 
Edgar  G.  Gammon  who  was  acting  as  pinch-hitter  for 
Mr.  Durden  in  the  Sportview.  He  discusses  football  as 
it  used  to  be  as  contrasted  with  what  it  is  now.  He  be- 
lieves that  football  should  have  a  place  in  college  life. 
Among  other  good  things  he  says:  "I  am  not  interested  in 
hiring  college  football  players.  Indeed  I  am  very  much 
opposed  to  it  .  .  .  On  such  a  basis  [outlined  above]  no 
money  would  be  paid  to  the  student.  He  would  simply 
receive  the  same  sort  of  aid  and  in  the  same  way  as  those 
students  who  are  allowed  to  help  themselves  in  other  forms 
of  labor.  In  this  whole  vexing  matter  a  very  heavy 
responsibility  must  rest  on  those  in  authority  at  the 
institutions  involved."

Spring  Sports 

THE  full  schedule  of  Tiger  spring  sports  is  given  below 
with  names  of  the  coaches  and  captains.  It  is  too 
earh'  to  give  a  report  on  prospects  for  success  of  the  four 
varsity  teams,  but  a  few  comments  are  offered  on  each  of 
the  major  spring  athletic  activities. 

Baseball 

While  the  services  of  Captain  Charles  Spencer,  Taylor 
Reveley,  Al  Buchinsky,  and  Russ  Baskervill  will  be 
greatly  missed,  the  Tiger  nine  has  good  replacements  in 
the  field  and  better  than  usual  support  on  the  mound.  By 
the  arrival  of  warm  weather  the  four  dependable  pitchers 
should  have  their  flippers  working  nicely  and  with  good 
batting  and  fielding  a  safe  majority  of  wins  may  be 
scored  for  Captain  \\'aldrep  and  his  fellow  teammates. 


Tennis 

Captain  ''Doc'"  Richards  says  that  the  tennis  squad 
will  begin  to  click  soon  and  that  although  all  the  opposi- 
tion is  said  to  be  strong,  the  Tigers  should  be  stronger  as 
the  season  advances.  Strength  has  been  added  by  the 
return  of  Frank  Smith,  left-hand  wizard  who  uniforml}^ 
wins  his  matches,  and  the  addition  of  Alan  White,  Norfolk 
Junior  Champ.  Courts  already  completed  and  others 
being  planned,  give  tennis  a  higher  place  on  the  athletic 
program. 

Track 

There  is  fear  on  the  campus  that  the  Tigers'  record  of 
winning  four  consecutive  championships  in  track,  will  be 
ended  this  season.  The  loss  by  graduation  of  such  stars  as 
Captain  Craft  (almost  a  track  team  in  one!),  Osville 
Finne,  Volney  Campbell,  and  Pinckney  Wood  cannot  be 
remedied  in  one  season.  Co-Captains  Bobbie  Trice  and 
Syd  \\'alden  are  determined  to  run  opponents  to  a  hot 
finish  in  every  meet.  They  are  assured  of  good  support 
from  Sclater,  Boj'd,  Baker,  and  the  Armes  twins  in  the 
distances  and  May  in  the  jumps  and  hurdles.  There  is 
woeful  weakness  in  the  field  events  and  Coach  Reveley  is 
giving  overtime  to  the  young  candidates  for  the  shot  and 
discus. 


Golf 

The  Tigers  should  go  places  in  golf  this  season.  The 
same  good  foursome  is  back — Captain  Barnes,  Engle, 
Dunlop,  Fulton — and  there  are  a  number  of  newcomers 
to  push  the  regulars.  Practicing  is  done  on  the  Farmville 
course  which  is  midway  between  Hampden-Sydne}'  and 
Farmville,  but  home  contests  are  staged  on  the  Boonsboro 
course,  near  Lynchburg.  Wins  have  already  been  scored 
over  Davidson,  Boston  University,  and  Kalamazoo.  The 
team  is  looking  forward  with  keen  interest  to  participation 
in  the  Southern  Intercollegiate  Tournament  to  be  held 
at  the  University  of  Georgia,  April  iith-ijth. 


Spring  Football 


On  fair  days  in  February  and  a  part  of  March,  head 
coach  H.  E.  ("Red")  Smith  and  his  assistant,  "Deke" 
Brackett,  held  work-outs  for  the  football  squad.  The 
mentors  feel  that  good  progress  was  made  in  teaching  the 
style  of  play  that  the  Tigers  will  employ  next  fall.  The 
players  and  onlookers  were  favorably  impressed  with  the 
way  Coach  Brackett,  former  star  at  Tennessee  and  recent 
backfield  coach  at  the  Citadel,  put  over  his  Instruction  to 
the  backs  and  they  observed  that  Coach  "Red"  has  lost 
none  of  his  cunning  in  building  a  forewall  and  unifying  an 
eleven.  Although  an  even  dozen  letter  men  will  be  lost 
by  graduation,  the  coaches  have  attacked  their  job 
cheerfully  and  they  feel  that  Captain  Frank  Brown  will 
lead  a  creditable  team  against  the  heavy  opposition  of 
next  session.

Fraternity 
and  other  groups  are  organized  and  keen  competition 
prevails  for  top  rating  in  a  given  sport.  The  group  ac- 
cumulating the  greatest  number  of  points  is  awarded  at 
Commencement  the  Intramural  Championship  Cup.
